WE ESCAPED FROM FRANCE BY CANOE

On Sept, 18, five young French boys landed in England af- 
d from Germun-occupied France in two 


canoes. It took them 30 bours to cross the dangerous English 
Channel. The story of their novel escape is told by Pierre, 
ir curly haired, 19-year-old leader {inset}.

frer the armistice, when General de Gaulle urged our people to 

fight on, we all had the same idea but we didn't quite sec how we 
were going to get to England. Jean and I wondered if we could get 
across in our canoe. We expected our parents co make a fuss, but they 
thought the idea so crazy they didn't bother. 

Last May our plans began to take shape. I took on the organiza- 


tion of the trip while Christian collected maps, charts, navigation 
instruments and data, Jean and I had one canoe. Reynolde got hold of 
another one for only 300 francs because it had a huge hole in it. As 


the Germans had instructions to be pleasant to the local people, Rey 
nolde became friendly with a Nazi motorboat crew who gladly helped 


him repair the canoe. It took us six weeks to make the canoes sea 
worthy and then Reynolde and I tested them up and down the coast, 
while Guy and the others walked along the cliffs, timing us and 
making noisy jokes so that the Germans would get used ro seeing us 
playing together. We guessed we could make the crossing in 15 hour 
The next thing was to collect food and water and wait for calm 


seas. We had 20 Ib. of bread, 75 soldier's ration bisc. 
the Nazi stores, a homemade French flag, a service rifle and 4o rounds 
of ammunition "borrowed" from a surrendered arms dump at Nazi 
headquarters. The day we decided to leave we buried our stores in the 
sand near my canoe. That night at g—an hour after curfew—we 
sneaked out of our bedroom windows. Each of us left the same mes 
sage pinned to his pillow: ““Chers Parents—I have gone to join Gen 
eral de Gaulle.” 

All of us dropped suddenly flat behind some sand dunes when we 
heard sounds—the Nazi patrol of cight men. We had an hour before 
they would come tramping back. According to plan, we rushed the 
two canoes to the water's edge, quietly stowed everything away and 
pushed off from France. Reynolde was alone in his single-seater. The 
rest of us were in my big Canadian canoe.

THEN THE U.S. COULD BANISH WAR FOREVER 
by RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Raymond Clapper, ace political columnist of the Scripps-Howard newspapers, re- 
cently made a four-week trip to Great Britain to find out how the British war effort 
‘was getting along. His columns written from England made one of the most dis- 
tinguished pieces of journalism since the war began. 

Upon his return Mr. Clapper told how his visit abroad had also given 
perspective on America. LIFE therefore asked him to set forth in this art 
est convictions about this country at this moment and about its future 


a better 


if Americans could only believe in America this world could become 

a better place than the shambles that men have made of it twice in 
our lifetime. The trouble is that we do not believe in America—not 
as the foreigners do 

They know abroad what America can do. Why has Hitler feared 
to draw the United States into the war? Why does Japan edge back 
whenever we look stern? The British know that they are a small 
nation, even though their Empire is large, and that without Amer- 
ican aid they cannot win. They stand in constant dread of offend- 
ing us, of doing something that will dampen our desire to help, 
because they know that to lose the help of the United States would 
be to lose the war. Russia, greatest in land area, vast in population, 
knows that without American industry she cannot stand. Such are 
the tributes that foreign nations pay to the might of the United 
States. 

Ic is worth a trip to Europe to see more clearly the size of the 
United States, to see how our nation is respected and feared abroad, 
and to sense the truly historic opportunity that has been offered to 
us. 

I came back from Europe the other day. As the incoming Clipper 
rode along the New York skyline, I saw Englishmen looking out 
across the harbor in pop-cyed wonder at it. Nothing in all Europe, as 
they so well knew, is as large as Rockefeller Center alone. From that 
giant cube down to the Battery, the New York skyline stands as a 
great fortress of American industry and commerce, to announce at 
once the dimensions of this land of ours which measures back across 
a continent as wide as the ocean which I had just crossed. 

At such a moment, no returning American can escape feeling the 
throb of his country's strength. Nor will the facts let him down. 
Steel capacity is the best yardstick of industrial strength. Ours is

twice that of Germany's, including those unhappy prisoners, the 
conquered countries, It is greater than that of all Europe. Rubber 
consumption is another index. We use half of the world’s production. 
Oil is a measure of war potential. Britain and her allies control 10% 
of the world production of crude oil. We control 62%. Germany and 
conquered territory control about 214%. More statistics, all well- 
known, could be piled on to build up the picture. American indus- 
trialists are constructing arms plants that will be the wonders of 
the world, although we could do much more and will find it nec~ 
essary to do much more if we are to do justice to ourselves. Although 
time to build and produce is needed after a tardy start, American 
industry is preparing to demonstrate that this country can muster an 
armed strength the like of which has never been seen, not even in 
Hitler's Germany. 

We read about all of this. We sec one or two of these gigantic arms 
plants. But we do not believe our eyes. Perhaps no single mind can 
see the outlines of our gathering strength. We can sce our ten fingers 
but we cannot see a billion of anything. Sixty billion dollars for 
American defense can only be a vague phrase in the mind’s eye. At 
any rate, we are still afraid. We see only our weaknesses, not our 
strength. We think the world is too dangerous a place for us. We 
disparage ourselves. We think the British are too smart for us. We 
are impressed in a childish way with their propaganda, although the 
slickest propaganda in the world comes out of American advertising 
and publicity agencies. We, not the British, have developed the are 
of propaganda. The “Made in England”” label gets us down even be- 
fore we feel the goods. We are afraid of their statesmen. We do not 
know how high in ability, initiative, in shrewd common sense our 
own officials rank by comparison. We belabor our own public serv- 
ants until we talk ourselves into believing that they must be the 
worst in the world. What we think of ours is nothing to what the 
British chink of theirs. That's one of the prerogatives of all demo- 
cratic peoples 

We so underrate ourselves that we are awed by everything Eng- 
lish, not realizing that they smoke pipes because their cigarets are 
so bad. The American cigaret stands higher in wartime London 
than the American dollar. Hear their dance orchestras trying to 
play the new music of America and you know, more surely than sta- 
tistics can tell you, that the new world has a spirit, a crisp audacity 
that grows out of an alert vitality such as exists nowhere in the old 
world. 

We swallowed the legend that Hitler is invincible. Many Ameri- 
cans have actually resigned themselves to the thought that he will 
rule the earch. They have figured out how we could settle down into 
the role of a second-rate nation, hemmed in on both oceans, living 
as an armed camp with just cnough to cat.

This giant has something to give to the world—surcease from war. 

The so-called Pax Britannia had a fundamental defect. It had to be 
coupled with, and indeed was motivated by, the fact that Britain 
was a poor island, unable to support itself. Britain's world order was 
built on the necessity of trade. We do not have to make a living off 
of the world to the same degree. Therefore our leadership can be a 
more unselfish one, and will be less subject to mistrust, because it 
need not be tied to a breadbasket. Our motive in constructing a new 
order would be to get rid of war. 

Why should we bother to do that? For the reason that we can’t 
live our full life in che midst of the present degradation. Just as our 
own slums must go for the sake of society, just as yellow fever and 
smallpox cannot be allowed to scourge the world, so war must go. 
Humanity should fo longer endure the brutal bombing of helpless 
families, the devastation of homes, the battering of cities far from 
the battlefront, and the steady disintegration of the race. Are we to 
afford an epidemic of these murderous proportions every few years 
until the best of the race has been killed or bled white? Who can 
count the billions of dollars, the years of labor and the population of 
the graveyards that nations arc squandering in this barbarism? Is the 
precious and irreplaceable oil to be burned up in this business? Is the 
bauxite, the copper, the zinc, the iron and the tin to be consumed 
entirely in the work of destruction? Shall it go on until the very 
bowels of the earth are drained dry? 

Iam simply saying that war is terrible and that we ought to do 
something to abolish it. We are the power that can do this. We can

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STAR U. S. COMIC HAS MADE HIS PUBLIC 


LAUGH EVER SINCE A TREE FELL ON HIM

there is a New York State official at Albany who is plunged 

into deep gloom every morning when he reads the obit- 
uary pages of the newspapers. He may not have been pei 
sonally acquainted with the subjects, buc he knows they 
were taxpayers. He regards all taxpayers as friends and ben- 
efactors and wants them co live long, and co prosper. 

In the amusement world the counterpart of this unique 
official is Bob Hope. Hope treasures the public to the last 
man. Most of the stars are fond of the public in mass but not 
in detail. They are like the Max O'Rell character who ad 
mired a handsome coiffure but objected to a hair in the soup. 
Hope is different. Between movie fans and radio listeners, 
he has the largest following of any comedian, but he still 
makes love to the public individually as well as collectively. 

He was 7 years old when he discovered how he felt about 
the public. As he was reciting a poem at a strawberry festi- 
val in Cleveland, he got the words mixed up. The audience 
laughed. Instead of leaving the platform in tears, the child 
experienced the ecstasies that come only to a comedian who 
has a sea of open faces before him. Blunder after blunder was 
followed by laugh after laugh, and he finally bowed off the 
stage to the next best thing, applause. 

The second great turning point in his career came two or 
three years later when he discovered that the public had 
money. He began to collect pennies and nickels for singing 
on street corners and in the courts of apartment houses. This 
confirmed him in a lifelong ambition to be a pal of the people. 

His name is an invitation to the public to step right up, 
slap him on the back, putan arm around his neck and breathe 
in his face. He called himself Bob because he considered it 
the best name for scraping acquaintance with the masses. 
Originally he was Leslie Towne Hope. Having a kindergar- 
ten affair with a siren named Leslie, he renamed himself 
Lester as a matter of sex-differentiation, He decided some 
years later that Lester gaye an impression of refinement 
which was offensive to the plain people, On breaking into 
vaudeville, he had the fancy of calling himself L. Towne 
Hope, thinking there was a whimsical contrast between a 
class name and his mass humor. This idea was too subtle, 
and he began to search for a name which would make him 
the buddy of the whole population, Bob, he decided, was 
the syllable for snuggling up to 130,000,000 people 

Recently he has been getting ail the camaraderie that he 
asked for. Ic often takes the police reserves to save him from 
affectionate mob violence. He made the first advances, and 
the folks are responding. All strangers are his mateys. His 
shoulder blades are sore from the wallops of sworn brothers 
that he never saw before, and his right hand is blue from 
the leaky fountain pens of unidentified chums who collect 
autographs. He bobs and weaves as he eats in order to get 
food to his mouth before some long-lost unknown takes a 
headlock on him, On his last tour he was having a quiet 
bite ac the Chez Paree in Chicago when a girl took his chin 
in her left hand, drew his face around 45°, pointed to it with 
her right index finger and said happily to a friend, "This is 
IT." The usual approach is to come up to him and say, 
“You're Bob Hope,” as if letting him in on something. 

In his enthusiasm for humanity, Hope once adopted an- 
other star's public, He was on a New York radio program

Hope runs gamut of emotions for LIFE's photographer. In vaudeville, he 
earned to register at a moment’s notice every emotion from Anguish to Zoo- 
ophobia (dislike of Zoos).

when he went to Hollywood in 1937, and his act was to be piped in 
to the New York studio by telephone from the cinema capital. When 
he went to the Hollywood studio, the place was empty. Hollywood 
had absented itself in a body. Hope was then almost unknown to the 
film colony, and no attempt had been made to scavenge a public for 
him by distributing free tickets among the milk bars and chili par- 
lors. The comedian was in despair. Empty seats give him the last 
degree of stage fright. 

He met the crisis by rustling a few hundred heads of listeners as 
Billy the Kid used to steal herds of cattle. The Charlie McCarthy 
program ended 15 minutes before Hope’s began. Bob ma 
an usher's while to set up a series of stands and plush ropes which

stgered Charlie McCarthy's public away from the clevator and into 
the empty studio. 

“Right this way, folks, right this way,” said the usher, herding 
the people into Hope's studio. 

“Sic down, folks,” called the comedian from the platform. "W

A few realized that they had been shanghaied and forced their way 
out, but most of them stayed. His act was piped to New York to the 
accompaniment of a first-class studio uproar. Next k he filled half 
the seats by giving away his own free tickets, and abducted enough 
Charlie McCarthy fans to fill the other half. From tha 
recruited his own audience without any difficulty.

He is the public's stooge 


In personal contacts the public tends to play the comic role and 
make Hope the stooge. If he stands still for am 
comes up with a wisecrack. Boys ask him for autographs, explait 
thar they want to trade them for better ones. Men tell him they want 
his autographs for weak-minded relatives. It is 
ingly popular to hand him a blank check to aut 

to forge Jerry Colonna or some other signature. The highest price 
his autograph has ever commanded is $1; he sold 114 dollar auto- 
graphs last June at a Red Cross benefit at Toronto. The only crouble 
he has ever had with autograph-seckers occurred in Times Square 
when two professionals seized him and tried to put him co work 
turning out signatures like a machine for the autograph market. He 
doesn’t follow the example of some stars who sign at the top of th 
paper in order to prevent an I. O. U. or a promise of marriage from 
being written over the signature

As a child Hope had a public in his father and mother an 
brothers, Fred, Ivor, George, Jack, Jim and Sidney. He had a fine 
soprano voice and learned a good deal from his mother who had been 
aconcert singer in England. Hope was born at Eltham near London in 
1904. When he was 4 years old, his father, a contracting stonemason, 
settled with his family in Cleveland. In spite of English birth and 
parentage, Hope is strictly an old-line American humorist. His most 
pretentious work, They Got Me Covered, a riotous autobiography 
is in the tradition of Josh Billings, Bill Nye and Petroleum V 
Nasby, and he is showing signs of developing into a cracker-barrel 
philosopher 

His soprano voice, which later changed into a tenor and later still 
into a romantic guttural, won him a following at school and neigh- 
borhood affairs. With the instinct of a comedian for getting laughs at 
all costs, he capitalized on the breaks and squea 
was changing. After his experience in street singing, he became the 
mascot of a semi-professional baseball team. On railroad trips with 
the team he would sit on the back of seats and sing, while players 
passed the hat for him. He usually came home with more money 
than any two members of the team 

He did his first tragic acting as an after-school delivery boy for a 
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Schoolboy Hope posed against fucuristic backdrop at 10, “I was a brilliant student,” he 
recalls, “'after four years in kindergarten my forchead was voted most likely to recede,”

butcher. His performance as a heavy was usually given for the benefit 
of a public of one, a sympathetic woman. After delivering meat to a 
distant point, he would put on a suffering look and ask the woman 
to give him directions for walking the two or three miles back to the 
butcher shop, explaining that he had taken the wrong streetcars 
and spent all his carfare. This was generally good for a dime from 
a humane housewife. Buc he staged the tragedy twice with the 
same customer and was dishonorably discharged from the meat 
business. 

When he was 12 or 13 Bob began to work on a new public. He 
entered the so-yd. and 1o0-yd. dashes at the picnics in which 
Cleveland abounds during the summer. His legs were slower than 
his rivals’, bur his head was faster. Bob or his brother Jack would

ady, set, go,” or what. The starter, 
usually an unsuspicious old gentleman who had accepted the post 
for the honor of the thing, would outline his policy. With this in- 
formation the experienced Hope brothers were able to beat the 
word "Go" by about 5 yd. and they usually won the first and second 
prizes, generally cash or merchandise orders. This helped, as their 
family was then in straitened circumstances.

He impersonates the press 


There were two big picnics every Sunday—one at Luna Park and 
one at Euclid Beach, which were 13 or 14 miles apart. After cleaning 
up ac Luna the young mental athletes would take the streetcar for 
Euclid Beach, but would arrive too late. They hit on the idea of 
telephoning a few days in advance to the committee holding the 
picnic at Euclid. Stating that it was the Cleveland Plain Dealer 
talking, one of the Hopes would suggest that the boys’ races be 
postponed until 4:30 as it would be impossible to get the cameraman 
there earlier. After that they won prizes at both parks on the same 
day. The trick of impersonating a newspaperman has recoiled on 
him in recent years. Often when he visits a city, his hotel room is 
invaded by funny-looking little journalists from the “Scimitar-In- 
telligencer’’ or “Clarion-Bugle-Trombone," who ask where he was 
born, snap him wich a $2 camera, get his autograph and depart. 

Hope got through high school and one year of Western Reserve 
University. His plans for his future were vague. It was the period of 
Jack Dempsey and million-dollar gates, and for a while he wanted to 
take the cauliflower road to riches. A friend of his became an amateur 
boxer under the name of Packy West; Hope went into the ring as 
Packy East. He won his first bout in a tournament, but was knocked 
out in the second. 

Then he got anight job in the spare-parts department of the Chandler 
Motor Co. at Cleveland. His commercial career was clouded by a 
tendency to mix vaudeville with business. He and three others in his 
department formed a quartet; they would sing a few songs in the 
spare-parts warehouse, fill an order or two and then go back to har- 
mony. Finally they began to enter the manager's office at night, make 
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BOB HOPE (continued) 


records on his dictaphone and play them back. One night they were 
alarmed by sounds near the office and left hastily. The following 
morning the manager's secretary was transcribing a letter from the 
wax record when it suddenly broke into “‘Ole Black Joe"’. In a matter 
of hours Hope was out of the automobile industry and into the 
shoe business. 

The shoe store had a policy of giving a 25¢ premium to a salesman 
who palmed off a pair of last year's footwear on a customer; a so¢ 
premium for getting rid of still earlier models. Hope overplayed the 
system. His customers came screaming back in such numbers that he 
was fired for conduct unbecoming a shoe clerk 

By this time he had one foot on the stage anyway. He had been 
disciplined with the hook for the last two or three years on amateur 
nights. He was 21 when he became a professional. Fatty Arbuckle 
had arrived in Cleveland on his comeback tour in 1925. The famous 
comedian of the silent days needed to fill out his program with local 
talent. Hope and his partner in a blackface song-and-dance act were 
picked. Arbuckle liked them and recommended them to a vaudeville 
manager. 

Long years of vaudeville trained Hope for stardom. He was cease- 
lessly driven by the desire to get to the top. His success is the old, 
threadbare, unpopular and outmoded story of hard work. 


He is bested by beer barrels 


His greatest humiliation occurred in the first month of his profes- 
sional career. He was invited to be the star performer at the annual 
blowout of the employes of the Sanymetal Products Co. where one of 
his brothers worked. The show was held in a factory which, having 
been soundproofed to deaden the roar of machinery, also deadened 
the human voice. Further than that, the barrels had been rolled out 
at 2 p.m. and Hope did not come on until 8 p. m. Between the sound 
proofing and the beer, nobody paid any attention to his act, It was 
the last time he tried to compete with barrels. When he became a 
star on Broadway, he refused at first to be a funnyman at convention 
banquets. He finally agreed for enormous fees paid in advance, with 
the stipulation that he could walk out the minute his monolog was 
drowned by Sweet Adeline. He usually walked out without delay 
As che big treat of the evening he was last on the program; by ¢ 
time there was no need of Hope, as nearly every man present was 
a comic 

His affair with the public didn’t always run smoothly. His worst 
tiff with the loved ones occurred at the New York Hippodrome about 
14 years ago. “Sound” was in its infancy, and the Hip had just been

wired with one of the old lisp-and-bellow microphones. The come- 
dian’s voice became an imitation of feeding time in the Lion House in 
one part of the theater and of a hissing steam radiator in the other. 
The galleries began co shout at him. He shouted back. It developed 
into a joint debate as to who was dumb, the audience or the come- 
dian. Superior numbers won. Hope was booed off the stage. 

He committed a serious faux pas once at the Palace Theatre in 
Chicago when a large block of seats had been taken by the members 
of a local lodge. Hope made the grand ruler and past grand ruler 
stand up and take bows. He flattered the lodge with sly little jests. 
His regular monolog contained the line, “Now for the better-class 
people."’ It was just a stray line without much meaning, but was 
useful in making transitions. After finishing his banter with che 

lodge members, he said automatically, “Now for the-hétter-class 
ed with his routine. When he left the stage for a 
moment, the manager rushed up to him. The lodge members were 
bewildered, hurt, muttering and resentful. Hope, a very clear headed 
man, saw that this was no case for half measures. He solemnly ad- 
dressed the lodge brothers, explained how the offending line hap- 
pened to be there, apologized profoundly and wound up with the 
ringing declaration, “I LOVE YOU," 


‘How to handle hecklers 


In his earlier days in vaudeville his formula for dealing with 
hecklers was: “There was a man who had a brain operation in the 
hospital here a couple of weeks ago. He escaped before they had 
put his brain back into his head. Three hours later they found him 
heckling an actor." By the time this anecdote was worn out, he 
had become a sufficient master of ad libbing to handle each heckler 
on his merits. 

Hope learned ad libbing at the expense of latecomers in his vaude- 
ville audiences. The most reliable of all his gags was: “Don’t get 
up for ‘em; make ‘em jump.” This was at the period when ushers 
were first being dressed in gorgeous uniforms, and his second best 
line was to hail one of these illustrious creatures with, “Hello, 
General. What do you hear from West Point?”” From these humble 
beginnings he has developed until today many regard him as the best 
ad libber in the country. He can invent or remember a line for nearly 
every possible situation. His great assets are a hair-trigger wit, a 
consummate flipness and the happy art of leaving his audiences 
pleasantly insulted. Ic is rare for him co be caught without a come- 
back, but this has happened both in private and public. He has 
never developed an adequate defense against the delightful woman 
who says: “Oh, Mr. Hope, I hear you are even funnier off the stage 
than on. Please be uproarious;"” and he was once rendered speechless 
at a radio studio in Hollywood. 

He was warming up an audience with ad libs when a listener in 
one of the front rows turned on a portable radio."Do you always 
do that?” asked Hope. The listener explained that he had never 
done it before, but that he considered it necessary to hear Hope and 
Fibber McGee at the same time and that he couldn't do it without a 
portable radio. Hope was baffled by an impudence superior to his

own; after a long deathly silence he requested Professor Colonna to 
oblige with a selection on the trombone. The duplex listener was 
Jack Louis, an adman, connected with Johnson's Wax, Fibber 
McGee's sponsor. Meeting Louis a few days later, Hope said: 

“You had me so confused that, when I went home, | waxed my 
teeth and brushed the floor with Pepsodent.”” 

From vaudeville Hope graduated into musicals. He became sud- 
denly famous on Broadway in 1932 when Jerome Kern gave him an 
important spot in Roberta. His radio carcer started two years later. 

His movie experience began 13 years ago when Pathé asked him 
to take a screen test. His chance of success was destroyed when he 
learned that there would be no audience at the test. He tried a rou- 
tine act which he had done a thousand times in howling theaters. 
He knew that he couldn't get a laugh with the studio because there 
was nobody present except two hard-working technicians, who were 
thinking only of lights and sound effects. In spite of this knowledge, 
his blood froze when his first joke fell on a dead silence. Audiences 
had become an external compartment of his brain. As the famous 
pleader, Max Steuer, once said that he couldn't think until he had 
money, so Hope couldn't act until he had a public. Laughs were 
not only incense but oxygen to him. The screen test revealed a lan- 
tern-jawed, hangdog wretch with a chain-gang walk and death- 
rattle voice. He was told to hold himself in readiness in case 
Pathé ever wanted a second gravedigger or a bit player for Death On 
A Pale Horse. 

Years lacer he received a screen test from M-G-M. He chose a hotel 
scene which had always been surefire before an audience. Again, the 
dynamic silence hit his ear like a rattling peal of thunder. The funny 
faces, which he tried to make at people who weren't there, startled 
the hardened prop men. During a showing of this screen test, his wife 
said, ‘*You look like a turtle."’ M-G-M had no place in its comedies 
for a misanthrope with a bulldog jaw, dish face, shovel mouth, 
cantaloupe forehead, gimlet eyes and ski-slide nose. 

Hope's countenance was made over by a stately pine when he was 
about 18 yéars.old. Working with a crew of linemen for a power com- 
pany, he was crifimming branches near the top, while others were 
sawing through the bottom. They saw than he trimmed. 
He was on the side rest the ground as the tree fell. Hemanaged _| 
to scramble around so that he was on top when it hit the earth, buc 
the impact crushed his face. His contemporary features are, under 
the circumstances, a triumph of plastic surgery, but the screen-test 
camera would have none of them. 


Haste: 


He almost becomes a heavy 


He had long abandoned the idea of Hollywood when Paramount 
in 1937 asked him to take a part in Big Broadcast of 1938. He said 
that he would never take another screen test. The motion-picture 
company ruled that a radio star's looks were of no importance and 
waived the test. Hope made a hit in this picture with the song 
Thanks For The Memory. The mob of technicians, prop men, actors 
and executives gave him the illusion of an audience. He became so 
personable that he was considered to have romantic possibilities, 
although it was hard to imagine him frying in the deep fat of 
passion 

After Hope had done fairly well in one or two minor pictures, 
Producer Arthur Hornblow made a star of him by reviving Cat 
And The Canary, a fine old mystery, whose leading role is that of a 
comic-romantic hero-coward. Caspar Milquetoast was never timider 
in the carly scenes, Errol Flyan never braver in the late ones. There 
is no more sympathetic role than that of a craven who turns cour- 
agcous for the sake of a fair woman. Hope cmerged as a comic star 
and matinee idol combined. His performance came as a surprise, and 
nearly every person who saw it left the theater considering himself 
the discoverer of Bob Hope. 

The screen tests had apparently failed to catch the white of his 
eye. Ie may be an optical illusion, but most of his movie talent ap- 
pears to be localized in the white of his eye. This seems to have been 
the source of Valentino's greatness. Nearly every woman in a Valen- 
tino audience believed that “The Sheik’s"’ eye was negotiating with 
her for a date in the nearest oasis. Hope is no Valentino, but there 
is something about the white of his cye which establishes a deep in- 
timacy with the audience. 

An occupational disease of comedians is that of wallowing in sen- 
timent when they get a chance to speak on serious occasions. Hope 
is an exception. He has talked at a thousand benefits without slop- 
ping over. On his last erip East he gave a show at the veterans’ hos-

tificate at the premiere of Nothing But The Truth. At the ceremony the 
comic was represented as a sort of Angel Gabricl in modern costume 
Everything scemed to be set for a carnival of emotion. Hope replied 


with two or three sentences of appreciation, and then held up the 
framed certificate to the audience, saying: 

“This will cover the hole in the dining-room wall." 

On the same trip the star was present at the town of Dixon, Ill., 
which welcomed home Louella O. Parsons, the Hollywood colum- 
nist, with a saturnalia of human feeling. Dixon had been billed as the 
birthplace of the “First Lady of Hollywood," as she was introduced, 


but it curned out that the billing was wrong. Freeport, Ill, is che 
only genuine birthplace of Miss Parsons. Three or four more towns 
claim her than Homer, and Dixon was only one of these. Never- 
theless, the atmosphere became very thick at the Dixon railroad 


station where many thousands had collected to greet the distin 
guished chronicler. Miss Parsons was frankly overcome. There was 
a decided catch in her voice as she thrust out both arms and ex- 
claimed: 

“Here is where I went to school." 

“Are you going to sue ‘em?"" asked Hope. 

Later when Miss Parsons’ feelings again threatened to become un- 
governable, he took over for her, saying: 

“She was born here in a log cabin, which she buile with her owa 
hands,” 


He visits the feeble-minded 


Part of the celebration was in honor of Ronald Reagan, the movie 
actor, who supposedly was born there. His mother made a very 
pretty lictle speech. Hope raved over the maternal cloquence a little 
too much and then compensated by saying: 

“Twas going to bring my father, but I didn't want to brealk up the 


crap game. 
Hope was told at Dixon that a couple of thousand inmates of 
institution for the feeble-minded wanted to see him. It was hard co 


fit them into his schedule, but he insisted on making the trip. They 
were members of the public; that was enough for Hope. Somebody 
tried to intimate that this was rather white of him. He said 

“Not at all. We may pick up a writer there.” 

He can never get enough writers. He has six of them now. At one 
time his headman of letters was the late Al Boasberg, who is said to 
have written more laughs for vaudeville than any other funnyman of 
his time. Boasberg’s masterpiece, by actual clocking of audience hys- 
teria, was: 

“My wife has bought one of those new washing machines.”” 

“How does it work?" 

“Not so good. Everytime she gets into it, she gets black and blue 
all over.”” 

One of the jokes written by Boasberg during Prohibition was 

“My brother slapped Al Capone once.”” 

“Why, he’s the bravest man I ever heard of. I'd like to shake his 
hand.” 


buy, also houses two adopted children, three dogs, two Cadillacs and a station wag- 
‘on, Hope's real relaxation after work, however, is listening to night-club comedians. 


“We couldn't dig him up just for that.”” 

‘The manager of a Chicago theater told Hope this was in question- 
able taste. Bob thought the manager was being overrefined, After 
telling the joke two or three times, he received a telephone call from 
a man who declined to state his name. The anonymous speaker ear- 
nestly requested the elimination of the line. He said he intended to 
call on the comedian and that, if the joke had been dropped in the 
meantime, the purpose of the call would be to thank him. There was 
something in the tone of the anonymous voice that gave Bob a sud- 
den education in good taste; he eliminated the line and never revived 
ite 

Hope uses his six writers much as a city editor uses a staff. They 
are always after the news of the day; Hope's broadcasts being a form 
of journalism. When he and his staff hit on a topic, they begin a 
hunt for fresh material, Each writer may be assigned to special work 
on the theme. Then comes a feverish search for new jokes, if possible, 
and for old jokes that can be reconstructed to fit the current situation, 
There is usually a scholarly research through the dusty archives of 
wit and humor, The more industrious the grubbing, the more orig- 
inal the broadcast scems, The spontancities are built like a watch 


The public is his editor 


The writers put together a preliminary script and then get togeth- 
er with their chief for an all-night session. Hope is a master at ab- 
breviating, twisting and sharpening lines, and of making them agree 
with the cartoon characterization of himself which he has been 
building for years. 

The revised script is tried out on Sunday nights at a public preview 
which does not go on the air. Recordings are made of the rehearsal 
and played back later so that the audience reaction can be studied at 
Icisure, The public is the editor. Between Sunday night and Tuesday 
the show is remodeled and rehearsed into its final form. The worse 
the script is at the Sunday preview, the better time the Sunday audi- 
ence has, because it means more antics, mugging and ad libbing by 
Hope. He is at his funnicst in ridiculing the lines and action on 
which his preview audience turns down its thumbs. 

He hurls his literary manpower around the country like an old- 
fashioned damn-the-expense editor when he is laying the news foun- 
dation for a script. Before his recent broadcast from Washington, he 
sent two writers to the capital a week in advance to absorb atmos- 
phere. He threw another column of literary spies into Cleveland to 
study the burning local issues before his Cleveland broadcast. 

When he was playing in Roberta cight years ago, he married 
Dolores Reade, a beautiful stage and night-club singer. They live at 
Toluca Lake near Hollywood with their two adopted children, Lena 
2, and Tony, 1. Otherwise, Hope's private life consists of golf. 

His close friend and chief golfing companion is the obese little 
nightingale, Bing Crosby. Crosby's retroactive race horses have been 
Hope's meal ticket for years. He has sold the public a couple of hun- 
dred thousand dollars’ worth of humor about his friend’s pedigreed 
lion-food. He claimed that the Congressional drive against the mo- 
vies was America’s revenge because Crosby gave some of his horses 
to the cavalry.

Hope picked up his super-stooge Professor Colonna at one of 
Crosby's celebrated Saturday night parties. He was interested in 
Colonna’s unique accent, not in his eyes and mustache. Dialect com- 
edy is gencrally dangerous nowadays, because all American racial 
groups are getting sensitive on the subject. Hope regarded Colonna 
as safe, as his dialect is that of the man without a country. For three 
months the radio sponsors begged Hope to fire Colonna, but in the 
fourth month the Professor suddenly clicked. 


He dislikes beans and doughnuts 


Hope reads little, but is an omnivorous eater. Beans and dough- 
nuts, however, have not been his first choice since 1927 when he 
lived on them for three months during the only period of estrang 

ment between him and his public. He has a Great Dane, one Cock- 


er Spaniel and one Scotty, the Scotty being a sentimental favorive 
with him because he made his first real hit in vaudeville telling 
Scotch stories. He is an cager amateur with the color movie cam 
era and makes endless reels of his two children and a supporting 
cast of spaniels and Scotties. He backed his brother Ivor in the 


Hope Metal Works at Cleveland, which is now working on muni- 
tions contracts. 

A specialist in Chicago told him a few weeks ago to slow up be- 
cause his nerves were showing signs of punishment. He hates inac~ 
tivity so much that he has extra long cords on his relephones so that 
he can walk to and fro while talking. His idea of relaxation after a 


day of work on movie comedy and an evening of work on radio jokes 
is to hear the comedian of a late show at a night club, He is like Irvin 
Cobb's Chocolate Hyena, who laughed so uproariously and infec- 
tiously that any comedy act went over big when he was in the house 


All comics are terrific to Hope. He discovers them by the dozens for 
the movies, but they can’t pass the screen test. 

The Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences gave Hope a 
special award, or Oscar, this year “for humanity,” in recognition of 
the fact that he had taken 


¢ in more charitable shows during the 
last ewo years than any other performer. The statistics are staggering 
—562 benefits in two years. His biggest benefit day was at Fort 
Worth, where Amon Carter, who has his own stretch-out system for 
celebrities, put Hope through eleven personal appearances between 
dawn and midnight. Box-office returns and radio polls show that his 
personal appearances increase his public following, but that does not 
discredit his Oscar for humanity. His carnings have reached a point
